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CANONS OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION 



CANON 14. 

OF THE FILLING OF VACANT CURES. 

§ 1. When a Parish or Congregation becomes vacant, the Church 
Wardens or other proper officers shall notify the fact to the Bishop. If the 
authorities of the Parish shall for thirty days have failed to make provision 
for the services, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to take such measures 
as he may deem expedient for the temporary maintenance of Divine services 
therein. 

§ 2. No election for Rector shall be had until the name of the Clergy- 
man whom it is proposed to elect has been made known to the Bishop, if 
•there be one, and sufficient time, not exceeding thirty days, has been given 
him to communicate with the Vestry thereon. 

§ 3. Written notice of the election, signed by the Church Wardens, 
shall be sent to the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese. If the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority be satisfied that the person so chosen is a duly qualified 
Minister, and that he has accepted the office, the notice shall be sent to the 
Secretary of the Convention, who shall record it. And such record shall 
be sufficient evidence of the relation between the Minister and the Parish. 

§ 4. A Minister is settled, for all purposes here or elsewhere in these 
Canons, who has been engaged permanently by any Parish, according to 
the rules of said Diocese, or for any term not less than one year. 

CANON 39. 

OF REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE LAITY. 

§ 1. A communicant in good standing removing from one Parish to 
another shall be entitled to and shall procure from the Rector or Minister 
of the Parish or Congrega-tion of his last residence, or, if there be no Rector 
or Minister, from one of the Wardens, a certificate stating that he or she 
is a communicant in good standing; and the Rector or Minister of the Parish 
or Congregation to which he or she removes shall record him or her as a com- 
municant when such letter is presented, or on failure to produce such a letter 
from no fault of the communicant, upon other evidence of his or her standing 
sufficient in the judgment of the said Rector or Minister. Notice of the 
above record shall be sent by said Rector or Minister to the Rector of the 
Parish from which the communicant has removed.

CANON VII. 

VACANT CHURCH AND CLERICAL SETTLEMENT AND REMOVAL. 

§ 1. Whenever an incorporated Church becomes vacant, it shall be 
the duty of the Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to Ihe Bishop. 

§ 2. Prior to the election of a Minister of any incorporated Church 
the Vestry shall inform the Bishop of the name and residence of the person

they propose to elect; and it shall be unlawful for the Vestry to take action [ 

on any name until the receipt of the Bishop's acknowledgment of such 
notification, and of his accompanying suggestion, if there be any; Provided 
he be at the time within the territory of the United States, and tnat his reply 
be not deferred longer than thirty days after the receipt of said notification. 
If, after the expiration of six months, the Vestry of such Church which has 
become vacant, shall fail to call or settle a Minister, it shall be the duty of 
the Bishop to appoint one, and he shall notify the Vestry of such appoint- 
ment, and upon their concurrence, the Minister so appointed shall become 
Rector of the Church. I 

§ 3. The Bishop may appoint Clergymen in the Diocese, or others, i 

who can with most convenience discharge the duty, to supply such vacant 
Churches at such time as may be deemed convenient and proper. It shall i 

be the duty of such vacant Churches thus supplied, to defray all the expenses \ 

incidental to such occasional services. 



STANDING RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved, That at the Episcopal visitations the offerings, after the 
Bishop's traveling expenses have been paid, be hereafter devoted to a Bishop's 
Trust Fund.— Convention 1889. 

Resolved, That any Missionary of the Diocese, who may be precluded 
by pecuniary inability from attending the annual Convention, be requested 
to advise the Bishop of such fact; and that upon application of the Bishop 
in such behalf to the Treasurer of the Convention, the latter shall extend 
the necessary aid to enable such Missionary to meet his brethren in Con- 
vention. — Journal 1878, page 43. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese of Western Michigan is 
hereby authorized and instructed to pay to the 'Treasurer of the Association 
of the Diocese of Western Michigan each recurring year, so long as the necessity 
may exist, such portion of the money realized from the assessments upon 
the parishes, as shall be over and above the amount required to pay the 
annual current expenses of the Diocese, to be used in making good, so far as it 
will go, any deficiency that occurs in the Bishop's salary from the insufficient 
avails of the Episcopal Fund. Provided, that in no event shall the sum 
paid from the General Fund towards the Bishop's salary, exceed the amount 
of the deficiency for that year, which deficiency when it becomes apparent 
the Treasurer of the Association shall officially certify to the Treasurer of 
the Diocese, and the receipt of the Treasurer of the Association shall be a 
voucher to the Treasurer of the Convention. — Journal 1880, page 30. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be requested to send notice 
of Assessment to the Wardens of Parishes. — Journal 1883, page 62.

Under suspension of rules the report of the Committee 
on Change of Date and Rules of Order was read by the Rev. 
Roger H. Peters. 

To THE Convention of the Diocese of Western Michigan: 

The Committee appointed by the last Convention to consider the ad- 
visabiHty of changing the date of meeting of the Annual Convention, and 
also to consider such changes of the Rules of Order as might tend to the better 
transaction of the business of the Convention, went carefully over the whole 
subject and recommends the following: 

Item I. That Article V, Section 1 of the Constitution, be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

"Section 1. There shall be an Annual Convention of the Church in this 
Diocese, held on the second Wednesday in June, as such place as the previous 
Convention has determined, and at such hour as the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall appoint; but when circumstances shall render it necessary, the Bishop 
may change the time and place of meeting; Provided, that fifteen days notice 
of such change be given." 
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Item 2. That Canon XXIII be amended so as to read as follows: 

"Canon XXIII. — ^Any proposition to alter the Canons of this Diocese* 
shall be submitted in writing, and considered only at the Annual Convention. 
Before being o^^nsidered it snail be referred to, and reported on by the Com- 
mittee on Canons, and if then approved by a majority, with the concurrence 
of the Bishop and of the Bishop Coadjutor, the Canons shall stand altered 
as proposed." 

Item 3. Amend Section 1 of the Rules of Order so as to read as follows: 

"Section 1. Each session of the Convention shall be opened with suit- 
able devotions. On the first day the order of business shall be as follows: 
Provided, that when the first session of the Convention is an evening session, 
this order may be proceeded with as far as judged convenient, and resumed 
the next morning." 

Item 4. Amend the 7th sub-division of Section 1 of the Rules of Order 
so as to read as follows: 

"7th. The President shall appoint the following regular committees: 

On the Admission of Parishes and Missions into Union with the Con- 
vention — consisting of two clergymen and one layman. 

On the Accounts of the Treasurer of the Convention — consisting of tliree 
laymen. 

On the Report of the Association of the Diocese of Western Michigan — 
consisting of two clergymen and three laymen. 

On the Report and Accounts of the Board of Missions — consisting of 
two clergymen and three laymen. 

On Unfinished Business — consisting of one clergyman and two laymen. 

On Christian Education and Akeley Institute — consisting of three clergy- 
men and two laymen. 

On Church Literature — consisting of three clergymen and two laymen. 

Item 5. Strike out the present 8th sub-division of Section 1 of the Rules 
of Order, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

"8th. Before the close of each Convention the President shall appoint 
the two following annual committees for the next Annual Convention, namely: 

On Canons — consisting of two clergymen and two laymen. 

On the State of the Church — consisting of three clergymen and two 
laymen. 

Item 6. Amend the present 8th sub-division of Section 1 of the Rules 
of Order, and change the number "9th," so that it will read as follows: 

"9th. The reports of the Standing Committee, the Board of Missions, 
the Treasurer of tjie Convention, and of the Association of the Diocese oj 
Western Michigan, shall then be presented, and when necessary, referrep 
to the appropriate committee." 

Item 7. Change sub-division "9th" of Section 1 of the Rules of Order to 
stand as number "iOth." 

Item 8. Amend the 10th sub-division of Section 1 of the Rules of Order 
so as to be number 11, and to read as follows: 

"11th. The report of the Committee on Unfinished Business shall 
then be presented." 

Item 9. Change the numbers of the 11th, 12th and 13th sub-divisions 
of Section 1 of the Rules of Order so as to stand respectively as 12th, 13th 
and 14th. 

Item 10. Amend the 4th sub-division of Section 2 of the Rules of Order 
so as to read as follows: 

"4th. The reports of regular committees in their order in Rule 7." 
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Item 1 1 . Amend Section 3 of the Rules of Order so as to read as follows : 

"Section 3. At 'the first session of the Convention shall be made nom- 
inations for Treasurer of the Convention, Registrar of the Diocese, Standing 
Committee, Board of Missions, members of the Association of the Diocese of 
Western Michigan, other than the ex-officio members of such Association, 
not exceeding ten in number, and the number to be fixed by resolution be- 
fore the nommations are made, and in that year in which a General Conven- 
tion is to be held, Deputies to the General Convention. 

Nominations for alternate Deputies to the General Convention shal^ 
not be made until after the Deputies have been elected. When nominations 
are made for any office, the names shall be recorded in the order in which they 
are presented. 

The Secretary shall cause all names proposed for office to be printed on 
separate tickets, and the voting shall be by erasing the names of those for 
whom the members do not wish to vote. Separate ballots shall be taken 
for each office, and shall be the order of the day from such hour as the Con- 
vention shall fix." 

Item 12. Amend the 5th sub-division of Section 4 of Rules of Order 
so as to read as follows: 

"5th. A question being decided, it shall not be reconsidered at the same 
Convention, without the consent of two-thirds of the members present; nor 
without a motion being made by one of the majority on the prior decision." 

Item 13. Add a new sub-division to Section 4 of the Rules of Order 
to stand as sub-division "12th," to read as follows: 

"12th. These Rules of Order may be suspended on a two-thirds vote 
of the members present."

To THE Convention of the Diocese of Western Michigan: 

Gentlemen: — Your Committee heretofore appointed to consider the 

matter of the Laymen's Forward Movement begs leave to report: 

The Board of Missions has divided the American Church into eight 

Missionary Departments. 
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The Fifth Department embraces the twelve dioceses contained within 
the five States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin, commonly 
known as the Middle West. In the fall of 1^4 a number of laymen from 
different dioceses in this section gathered in Detroit and put into operation 
the "Layman's Forward Movement" in the hope of kindling and increasing 
the missionary spirit and zeal of all churchmen in these twelve dioceses. 
Their organization is very simple, consisting merely of executive officers 
and a governing board, consisting of laymen representing each diocese in 
the Fifth Department, there beng no definite membership list. The plan is 
that reports shall be made annually to a great missionary gathering of lay- 
men assembled in some city within the Department, and that all laymen 
sufficiently interested to attend will consider themselves as members and 
voters at these annual meetings. 

One of these great meetings was held in Chicago in the fall of 1905 and 
in Cincinnati in the fall of 1906. It is at these meetings where the real 
enthusiasm and zeal is generated. One cannot fail to receive higher and 
better views of his Christian duty and obligation and will surely feel well 
repaid for the time ^ven and expense incurred in attending these meetings — 
and will return home better equipped and more determined to do something 
for the spread of the Gospel. 

We believe that much good will come to the Church in the diocese and 
in the various {parishes by the organization and extension of this movement 
which we heartily endorse. 

We therefore recommend: 

1st. That a Diocesan Committee of five laymen be appointed by the 
Bishop at this Convention and at each succeeding Convention, to serve for 
one year and until their successors are appointed, whose duties shall be: — 
To assist in organizing the movement in the various parishes and keeping 
up the interest therein; to urge and enlist representatives of the diocese 
to attend the annual Missionary meeting, to make a report to the Convention 
following their appointment and generally to attend to any matters that 
will aid the movement. 

2nd. That five lay delegates and five alternates be elected by this 
Convention and each succeeding Convention to attend the annual Missionary 
meeting as representatives of this diocese.

The report of the Committee on the Memorial of the Diocese 
of Indianapolis, was read by the Rev. Roger H. Peters. 

REPORT 

The Committee to which was referred a Memorial to the General Con- 
vention from the Diocese of Indianapolis, praying that the number of deputies 
to General Convention be reduced, finds itself in a peculiar situation. At the 
last Convention, the Committee brought in a majority report adverse to 
the petition and a minority report advocating it, the majority report being 
signed by all the Committee, save one, who signed the minority report. The 
chairman of the Committee has removed from the Diocese, the other clerical 
member, the solitary minority, becoming chairman. One of the lay members 
is kept from Convention by illness. Thus, it becomes .evenly divided, one 
for and the other against the petition of the Memorial. How then can there 
be either a majority or a mmority report? Which is to be considered a 
majority, the would-be learned clergyman or the certainly learned layman? 
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It appears to be a case of dead-lock. But the Committee can reach an agree- 
ment in a resolution, which it begs to submit. 

Resolved, That inasmuch as the Memorial referred to will probably 
come before another Convention, and must do so in case it is favorably acted 
upon by the General Convention, this Committee be and is hereby discharged 
from its further consideration.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK IN THE 
DIOCESE OF WESTERN MICHIGAN 

June, 5, 6, 1907. 
To the 33rd Annual Convention: 

We, your Committee, feel that there is practically no more room this 
year than heretofore for satisfaction over existing conditions. The same 
great needs are apparent as have been, and the same criticisms as to in- 
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effective methods and unbalanced systems may be made. Thanks to the 
action of the 32nd annual Convention on the recommendation of this Com- 
mittee, the 65th Semi-Annual meeting last November was devoted to the 
consideration of Sunday School work. The Rev. W. W. Smith, of New York, 
led the conference, discussing the training of teachers, the graded Sunday 
School and manual training of the Sunday School. The lucid answers to 
the many questions asked, were most helpful; but the poor attendance of 
those who snould have been most interested was discouraging. We believe 
that no move would be more valuable to this work than the appointment 
of a field Secretary and trust that this Convention may find it possible to 
arrange for such an officer who might visit the parishes when help is desired. 
A month or six weeks spent in the diocese by a man thoroughly equipped 
and qualified would in our opinion prove of inestimable value.

Offering was read by the Rev. Roger H. Peters. 

REPORT 

In accordance with the action of the last Convention indorsing the 
movement to commemorate the 300th anniversanr of the planting of the 
Church on this continent by a great Missionary Thank Offering from men. 
The Conmiittee for this Diocese met and organized for work. It endeavored 
to follow the methods suggested to the dioceses by the General Committee 
in charge of the movement, which were the methods adopted in most dioceses. 
The first step was to secure the co-operation of the clergy and have them 
prepare a list of the names of the men and boys in each parish or mission, 
to get them organized parochially and to begin a campaign of education and 
enthusiasm. Suggestions were made, literature distributed and the matter 
urged at each of the semi-annual gatherings. To our surprise, we found 
most of the clergy to be backward in getting to work. This inertia 
has been our chief obstacle. But it was due, doubtless, to the fact that the 
General Convention, at which the offering is to be made, was a long way in 
the future. Latterly, there has been an improvement, but much is yet to 
be desired. Mr. F. A. Gorham was elected Diocesan Treasurer, and the 
reports $84.90 as having been received. From several parishes we could get no 
list of names and no encouragement that the project would be pushed there. 

The allotted time is now drawing to a close and the Committee urges 
both clergy and laity to arouse themselves. We ought to share in the spirit 
of the movement. We are poor Americans and poorer Churchmen if we do 
not. For the honor of the Diocese, for the honor of the men in the Diocese, 
and for the honor of this American — truly so named — Church, we ou^ht 
to exert ourselves with enthusiasm to have a fair share in this mighty offenng 
of gratitude, which will apply to the extension of the Kingdom of our blessed 
Lord. This report is no place to tell of ways and plans. They have been 
sufficiently set forth by commimications from, the Committee, by articles 
in The Church Helper and by publications in the general Church papers — 
while not escaping a feeling of disappointment in the immediate results of 
its efforts, in the degree of interest and zeal shown, still the committee is 
hopeful that past tardiness will be atoned for. There is yet time to send 
a good offering from Western Michigan. 

The Committee would call the attention of the clergy to the fact that 
the 3rd Sunday after Trinity is the exact 300th anniversary 'of the first cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion on this continent according to the rites of 
the Book of Common Prayer. That date has been fixed as the date for the 
ending of the campaign for the M. T. O. In thousands of parishes the day 
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will be observed by a corporate communion for men, at which offerings and 
pledges for the M. T. O. will be taken. The Committee has no resolution 
to offer, but recommends and urges most earnestly that where it can be done 
a special celebration of the Holy Communion for men be had, that all be 
invited to attend, that offerings and pledges for the M. T. O. be then taken 
and suggests that the offerings be sent at once to the M. T. O. Treasurer, 
Mr. F. A. Gorham, Grand Rapids.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF FUND 

The Committee beg to submit the following report: 

The amount appropriated to the Diocese by the General Clergy Relief 
Fimd is in excess of that received by the General Clergy Rehef Fund from 
the Diocese. Out of fifty-three parishes and missions eighteen have con- 
tributed to the General Clergy Relief Fund, $310.35, while the General Fund 
has appropriated $700.00 to the Diocese of Western Michigan in a year. 

All congregations should contribute, at least something, once a year, as 
recommended by the General Convention and thus share in increasing ap- 
propriations and pensions generally. 

The need is truly ^eat. Many and insistent calls are made upon the 
fund. Common humanity, as well as Christianity, demand that we do all 
we can. 

Sixty out of the eighty Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions of the 
entire Church now depend entirely upon the fund for pension and relief, 
and half a dozen more are considering the matter of merging or consolidation. 
(The list of beneficiaries amounts to between 450 and 500.) It is therefore 
most necessary to safe-guard the interests of the General Fund in every 
possible way from the inroads and incursions of any other funds and societies, 
which may decrease the amounts given to the General Fund or take away 
from its resources to such an extent as to make it impossible for the Trustees 
to fulfill the obligations they are taking upon themselves in granting pensions 
for life at the urgent request of the authorities and others in each Diocese. 

In other words the obligations of the Trustees have now become so large 
and serious that they must not only claim the cordial support of every Church- 
man, but protection in like manner from anything which will divert or lessen 
the income or resources. 

The Trustees earnestly request that the notice of the Fund, as enclosed, 
its object and address be placed on the cover of the Journal, and that the 
Committee on Clergy Relief be appointed or elected and that the names of 
the Committee be placed in the Journal among the other important com- 
mittees of the Diocese.

Grand Rapids, Michigan, June 5, 1907. 

To THE Bishops and the Convention of the Diocese op Western 
Michigan: 

During the past year I have been called upon to act as Chancellor in 
the following matters: 

1. Advised Rector of St. Mark's Church, Coldwater, about incorpor- 
ation of a Guild.

THE REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR 

The files of Conventions are fairly complete. We welcome the new 
ones from Cuba and Mexico. We keep and have bound in paper, files of 
The Churchman and the Living Church. These are very nearly complete from 
the beginning of their publication to the present date. The Library has 
been but little used the past year, the Clergy and Laity not knowing what 
reading and reference material is there. We nave complete files of the Spirit 
of Missions from 1833, and a very full collection of the other pamphlet liter- 
ature of the Church in addition to the authorized publication of the General 
and Diocesan Conventions. They are the living utterances of the days of 
their publication, in great part not elsewhere to be found. 
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I still call for rooms and separate storage for the use and preservation 
of these and for the cataloguing of our boolS. See my reports of last year 
and the year before. 

Ten volumes have been received. And fourteen pamphlets from the 
Rev. Charles T. Stout, who adds a student's Bible of the date of 1859 to our 
collection of Bibles. 

With regard to special collections, we have a complete file of the Con- 
ventions of Virginia from 1785, lacking six numbers, a similar one of Con- 
necticut, lacking thirteen numbers and of New York that lacks about the 
same measure of completeness. Of Western New York, we lack the primary 
Convention, also bf Michigan. If so instructed, I will write for these and 
for those of Pennsylvania. You will all recognize that these would give us 
the lives of the times as they were lived by our Church membership through 
our country's history.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

A striking characteristic of our age is the wonderful trend towards Edu- 
cation. In our day there has been a marvellous development in the Public 
School system, culminating in the State University, which in turn re-acts on 
the system, raising it to higher levels. In these state universities and other 
colleges, we have a vast army of young men and women seeking an education. 
At fiffst thought it is a matter of congratulation to consider that each year 
thousands of educated yoimg men and women are going out from school and 
college into the length and breadth of our land, and that our public opinion, 
our civic and national ideals for the future, will be formed by educated people. 
The case, however, presents a serious aspect when we realize that the edu- 
cation received has been in a large measure technical, that which deals with 
such studies as will increase the earning capacity of the holder. An ac- 
quaintance with modern methods and courses of study cannot fail to show 
that so-called practical studies are chosen, elected at the expense of those 
less calculated to help in the battle of life. With a few nota>>le exceptions, colle- 
ges and imiversities no longer make a specialty of the humanities so-called — 
i e., the studies which develop and broaden the mind. Engineering in its mani- 
fold branches and the professional schools now attract the best of our young 
people. It is possible for young people to graduate from reputable colleges, 
and yet be uneducated, i. e., to be unfamiliar with the masterpieces of liter- 
ature, to be untouched by the broadening effects of philosophy, art, and 
history. Another feature, of especial importance to religious people, is the 
small part which religion has in modem education. The newspapers are 
constantly giving us instances of the ignorance of the Bible shown by college 
students. It is not to be wondered at, for Bible studies find little place in 
a college curriculum. Many educators realize this, and it is a pleasure to 
state that some of the ablest are seeking means to remedy this lack. Now, 
in a very large measure, ethics, morals, depend on religion. Where there is 
a high standard of religion, there will be a hijgh standani of morals; Ufe will 
be cleaner, business standards higher, family me stronger; and in consequence 
there will be a healthier, nobler national life. 

The public school, the college does not consider the teaching of religion 
to be a duty resting on it. Have we not, there fore, as Christian men a duty 
resting on us? In some way, by some means for the good of our country, 
it rests on Christian men to remedy this lack in public education. How can 
it be done? What can we do? We have indeed Church schools — a most 
excellent one for girls in our own diocese — but, this is not sufficient. While 
these schools are doing excellent work, yet the number of children, young 
men and women in them is infinitesimal in comparison with those in public 
schools and colleges. Public school and college work needs to be supple- 
mented in this respect. In some States the right of the child to religious 
instruction is recognized; and the parish priest or minister is permitted to 
have the children belonging to his parish for a certain period each week in 
school hours, and his instruction is counted as part of the child's school work. 
It is a provision for which we might well work, for the Michigan laws make 
no provision for such instruction. 
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Agjain, some^ a few of the clergy have found Saturday schools for re- 
ligious instruction a good thing. In some of our college towns, houses are 
maintained for Church Students; and in. connection with these, services and 
Church teachings have been kept up. Then, again, pur Sunday schools and 
Bible classes can be improved by adopting better methods; and all these 
will be helpful in imparting rehgious instruction. Even with these, however, 
we shall not have a satisfactory standard of Christian Education. More is 
needed; for the most efifective, and the most natural means for religious training 
is the revival of family religion. The family is. the foundation of the State, 
and what the family is. the State will be. It is in the family especially that 
instruction in religious truths and practice should be given. In all civilized 
nations, the family is a rehgious institution and it is a strange thing, surely, 
that in an age which is regarded as the most progressive, the family should 
not only fail in, but be declared to be free from the obligation resting on it 
as a divine institution. Fathers and mothers need to be brought to a reaUzing 
sense of this fundamental "boimden duty" resting on them of instructing 
their children in rehgious truth and practice. To do this; to bring back 
family reUgion; is the work of the Church and her clergy. In every way 
possible, by public preaching, in private conversation, we are to work for a 
revival of family religion, and with the return of this, we shall have rehgious 
training. Christian Education. In consequence, the standard of Christian 
knowledge and training will be raised, and we shall find school and college 
ready to supplement the work of the family.

A Missionary Service was held, the Rev. L. R. Vercoe and 
the Rev. S. N. Ussher, officiating. The Rt. Rev. G. D. GU- 
lespie, D. D., presided. 

The report of the Board of Missions was read by the Rev. 
William Lucas. 

REPORT 

The Missionary Board of the Diocese herewith makes its report to the 
33rd Annual Convention, 1907: 

Members elected at the last Convention were: Revs. W. Galpin, C. 
Donohue, R. H. Peters, C. J. DeCoux, W. Lucas and Messrs. Thos. Hume, 
E. C. Leavenworth, E. F. Sweet, C. R. Wilkes, F. C. Clark. 

Immediately after adjournment of the Convention the Board* met to 
organize, electing Rev. W. Lucas, Secretary and Mr. C. R. Wilkes, Treasurer. 

Four meetings altogether have been held during the year. 

All the meetings have been slimly attended, Mr. Leavenworth being the 
only layman attendant at any except the first. 

Early in the Convention year Mr. Clark resigned from the Board. 

And Rev. Mr. Donohue becoming a stipendiary also resigned. 

Rev. Mr. Godolphin was elected to fill the vacancy. 

At the 2nd meeting on Jime 19th, an important resolution was passed, 
requesting the Bishops to address a pastoral letter to the Missions and Par- 
ishes receiving Missionary aid, urging an increase of salaries: 1st. To meet 
the increased expenses of living; and 2nd, to relieve the Board of Missions 
by making it possible to reduce stipends. Another resolution was passed 
requesting the Secretary and Treasurer to call the attention of those Churches 
in arrears on their pledges to pay up as soon as possible. 

These two resolutions are here specially mentioned to call the attention 
of the clergy and lay delegates to the manifest lack of appreciation of the 
burdens and responsibilities which the Board has to carry as the governing 
and disbursing agency of the Diocese for those Churches which need and 
receive its aid! The Board cannot, of course, disburse funds which it does 
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not have, and it must therefore look to the clergy and the lay officers of the 
parishes and missions to supply the needed funds. 

One serious fault here is that the Churches receiving Missionary aid do 
so little in return to help the Board. 

The Treasurer's last annual report gave $106.94 as the total paid by 
these Missionary aided Churches. And at the last annual Convention only 
$61.00 was pledged by them for the Board. 

With so little appreciation shown by these aided Churches it is not 
surprising that there is a lack of generosity shown by the self-supporting 
parishes. 

And what makes the matter discouraging to the Board is the gradual 
decrease in the fimds furnished the Board to do its work, as will be seen by 
the following table of receipts: 

In 1885 the contributions by Churches and individuals totaled $2,717.00. 
In 1890 total was $1,863.00. 
In 1895 total was $2,207.00. 
In 1900 total was $1,427.00. 
In 1905 total was $1 622.00. 

Last Convention receipts were $1,688.00, but the pledges made for this 
year were only $1,398.00; this amount, however, has been paid and $99.00 
more, making receipts by the Treasurer for this year to the time this report 
was prepared $1,492.00. Compare receipts 1 885— 22 years ago, and now and 
you see the shrinkage is nearly 50 per cent. 

Think of the prosperous times we are enjoying, and then think of this 
serious falling off in our Diocesan Missionary receipts. 

The demands upon our funds this coming year will be greater than for 
several years past, because nearly all our important Missions are manned 
with clergymen, instead of being vacant as several of them were a year ago. 

The Diocese during the year has lost two men who have served the 
Missionary work of the Diocese for several years with great faithfulness, 
Revs. W. P. Ijaw and C. T. Stout. We have, however, gained several. Special 
mention should be made of the return of Dr. Wilkinson to the Diocese, who 
has consented to serve the important Mission Station of South Haven. 

The very promising Mission at Belding is now supplied and the beginning 
of the work is full of great promise. The important points of Harbor Springs 
and Charlevoix have a clergyman who cares for both; and in these two places 
good work is expected to be done. 

Rev. W. W. Taylor has been transferred from Mt. Pleasant to Holland; 
he begins his work with a hopeful and enthusiastic people. Holland is a 
rapidly growing city and the Church here will no doubt in a very few years 
acquire an independent position and so relieve the ^lission funds. 

Rev. Mr. Warlow is a busy man with enough important work on his 
hands to keep him hard at it, having charge of Good Shepherd and St. John's, 
Grand Rapids and Newaygo. 

Albion and Homer are being well cared for by an energetic man; and 
Homer gives special promise of good results from his work. 

Sturgis is still favored with the excellent services of Dr. McKenzie; 
and as might be expected is showing gratifying progress in material and 
spiritual things. 

Greenville is at last again supplied with a resident clergyman; and steady 
progress may be hoped for; but it might be an advantage to yoke Greenville 
with some other Mission so as to give the clergyman more work and better pay. 

A few small Missions are taken care of by neighboring clergymen. 

Mt. Pleasant and Elk Rapids, both important places, are vacant. 
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A few Missions with good Chureiies are still shaming the Diocese with 
their closed doors; and are not sending Macedonian messengers to invoke 
help. 

There is perhaps no matter of greater importance to our Mission Churches 
than the securing of Church homes for their clergy, without being subjected 
to the expense and inconvenience of living in rented property. 

The salaries of our Missionary clergy are already too small; but when 
high rents have to be paid, it makes their situation pitiable in the extreme. 

Suffer the Board to appeal to generous Churchmen and women for liberal 
gifts to establish a substantial rectory fund. So that by free grants and 
loans at small interest this (frying need may be met by the purchase or erection 
of small and comfortable homes for the Missionary clergy. 

The Board recommends that this Convention may take such action 
as will lead to the formation of a fund for this purpose; and to the appoint- 
ment of a Committee that will see to the carrying out of this purpose. 

Before closing this report one more matter of financial importance needs 
to be spoken of. In comparing previous years with very recent ones, the 
Journals show that in the years when the Board's receipts were rather \m- 
usually good, that many individual pledges and gifts were made. 

And in view of the great urgency that is facing us for the coming year 
it is very much to be desired that individual pledges may be secured. 

And also besides this that the parishes and missions as far as they can 
may increase the amounts of their pledges. 

In this way the Board may expect to be relieved of what threatens to 
be an embarrassing situation.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH LITERATURE 

I have often wondered why the church has not established a book concern 
for the sale and distribution of standard works of theology, both new and 
second hand, which could at once reduce the older standards to a third of 
their present price. The clergy can ill afford to pay three times what things 
might be sold for. 

It certainly pays well for a clergyman to watch the supplies of literature 
■in the community in which he ministers, as he often has the opportimity 
of directing a course of reading or of influencing the local library board, 

The present Bishop of London who has come so close to his people recom- 
mended ^'When it was Dark," by Guy Thorne, from the pulpit of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Such a book would certainly help us to realize the present power 
of the resurrection, in its varying influence upon the souls of men. 1 well 
remember the impressions made upon the congregation when a well-known 
priest from the pulpit of one of the South Kensington Churches quoted from 
the wholesome yet awful Letters from Hell in a telling series on the Four 
Last Things in Advent. A library of special books can do a great deal of 
silent but admirable work for the Church, especially in Missionary fields. 
I have recently used "Looking for the Church" and Ewer's little "Grammar of 
Theology" with, good effect; also "Staley's Catholic Religion." A few notes 
on reading out of the beaten track may be of service. I have found the newer 
translation of d Kempis "Imitation of Christ" called "Musica Ecclesiastica" 
with a preface by Canon Lidden far more helpful than any other translation. 
Porta Regalis' "Drexelius Heliotropum" and Paget's "Spirit of Discipline" 
will furnish much food for meditation while Simeon's "Horae Homileticae" 
has much valuable material that has an especial value in that it has a val- 
uable collection from his view point with which we may not agree at all and 
yet help us to set forth more clearly some points which we had not taken 
the trouble to work out ^or ourselves before. Of recent booklets "The Song 
of our Syrian Guest" sheds bright hght on the Shepherd psalm. Every- 
man's Library with its increasing catalogue of good things will once more 
bring to the public many of the treasures of the past.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 

The Committee on the state of the Church in our diocese feel that while 
much progress has been made during the past year, the time has now come 
when all our congregations in Western Micnigan must take a broader, a more 
active and a more loyal-to-Christ attitude towards the Church's growth in 
our borders. Town after town of two to three thousand people might be 
mentioned, places like Hart and Cadillac, where the Church is scarcely known. 
Numerous growing centers of population, too, are there where the Prayer 
Book services are desired, but are rarely provided, if at all. 

The fault is two-fold, the settled parishes having fallen into the habit 
of giving about the same amount year after year, not increasing their mission- 
ary offerings as the communicant list grows and the parish income increases; 
and many of our missions accepting their quarterly grant from the Diocesan 
Board of Missions almost as a right, and failing to advance as they should to 
that conditionof self-respect, when they shall be self-supporting and thus permit 
the missionary funds of the diocese to go to new places. We rejoice that 
during the year two clergymen have been stationed at the new points of 
Belding and Harbor Springs. But this is only the beginning of what our 
missionary expansion can be and ought to be, if only the standard of some 
stated amount, one dollar a year, say, from each communicant as a start, be 
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urg^d and expected from all in the diocese,- and if each mission or parish now 
receiving money from our missionary funds resolves that it will voluntarily 
decrease its grant by at least ten or fifteen per cent, each year. This can he 
done and the passing of a resolution by this convention of this as our diocesan 
sentiment ana motto would, we believe, be a healthful tonic to all our parishes 
and missions. And then were such an official standard kept in prominent 
type before all our people in our diocesan paper, this would be an additional 
incentive towards that Church growth which this diocese should speedily 
attain. 

We are glad to know that all the parishes of the diocese now have settled 
rectors, excepting one parish which is likely soon to be supplied with regular 
services. We believe there is a better scope and kind of instruction provided 
in our Sunday Schools. We trust that the apportionment for general missions 
will be fully met this year by every one of our congregations. We uree this 
duty upon every parish and mission. But the great issue before our diocese 
at the present time is that of prompt advance to estabhshing the Church in 
new localities — localities which other Christian bodies are occupying, but we 
are not. though these localities ask for and will welcome the services of the 
Prayer Book and the Church idea that ever goes with that refining and his- 
toric liturgy.

My Beloved Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

I welcome you to our thirty-third annual convention. 
The God of my life permits me to again assemble with you. 
The last year, especially in its latter months, has been one of 
only such labor as could be performed at my desk. Your 
provision of a bishop coadjutor came none too soon. Bishop 
McCormick has accomplished more in a year than I had ever 
attempted, his visitation reaching broadly over the diocese, 
embracing all the parishes and most of the missions. 

The Decease of Bishops 

As usual claims our first attention: 

Isaac Lea Nicholson, D. D. — The Bishop of Milwaukee 
died October 29th, 1906, aged 72 years, in the fifteenth year 
of his Episcopate. To his natural energy he added the results 
of a business training. His diocese developed rapidly under 
his wise administration. **He was idoUzed by his younger 
clergy because each one felt that the bishop had a very par- 
ticular interest in his work." The last year of his Ufe he was 
incapacitated by illness. '*He retained to the last a sweet 
directness, a personal conviction of sin and of the necessity 
for redemption and an overwhelming sense of the dependence 
of the sinner upon the Saviour. His religion was the essence 
of his life and directed all his actions." 

George Franklin Seymour, D. D. — The death of the Bishop 
of Springfield, December 8th, 1906, takes from the Episcopate 
one of its most intellectual and learned Prelates. He was pre- 
eminent as a defender of the Faith, the open antagonist of 
whoever assailed the Creeds of the Church. What may have 
been regarded as a temper was his righteous indignation against 
any approach to heresy. He was a controversialist because of 
his firm faith. Yet there was a lovable side to his character. 
No man more valued his friends or could be more appreciative 
of any kindness. To those who knew him best comes a severe 
sense of loss. As a Bishop he was untiring in his labors. His 
visitations ceased not even when an enfeebled body demanded 
rest. He had been visibly failing for some years, though the 
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end came suddenly. To the writer his death is the loss of a 
dear friend. Fond of an advanced ritual, no difference of views 
could forbid his friendship. No opportunity to send a message 
of regard was missed. Dear Brother, after life's fitful struggle 
thou hast entered into perpetual rest accepted in the Beloved. 

Bishop Samuel I. J. Schereschewsky, D. D. — "When 
on the morning of Monday, October 15th, a cablegram arrived 
at the Church Missions House announcing the death in Tokyo, 
Japan, of the Right Reverend Samuel I. J. Schereschewsky, 
D. D., we all felt that a great Christian scholar and hero had 
gone to his reward. Among the achievements of vital importance 
and the services of great value which have been rendered to 
the missionary cause during the Christian centuries, few have 
been greater than those of this quiet, humble-minded, great- 
hearted sufferer, who through years of pain and infirmity, has 
kept in view his great object, and with splendid determination 
worked towards its achievement. 

To escape persecution he came to this country where be 
studied for the ministry in the General Theological Seminary 
and went to the China mission, reaching Shanghai in December, 
1859. 

Immediately his wonderful ability in the mastery of 
languages showed itself. With marvelous facility he acquired 
Chinese, and within two years began the series of translations 
which have placed him in first rank of those who have made 
the Scriptures available for the people of other tongues. Twice 
he translated the entire Bible — and a large portion of the Prayer 
Book — his last, the WenU translation, being finished only 
three years ago. In 1877 he was consecrated Bishop of China, 
but after four years, being stricken with a disease which brought 
on complete paralysis, he resigned his see and devoted himself 
to the work of translation. 

Every student of missions knows how great was his success 
and how great were his difficulties. A helpless man who must 
be carried from his chair to* his carriage whenever he left his 
house, and who had for a long time the use of only one finger 
of his hand, he nevertheless, with the aid of a typewriter, ac- 
complished an amount of translation which has been the ad- 
miration of scholars. Much of the time he toiled alone, bending 
to* his self-imposed task with the spirit of a hero, and in the end 
he had turned the Scriptures into a language which could reach 
nearly one quarter of the population of the world. The fore- 
most students, both among the Chinese and the missionaries 
resident in China, have expressed their admiration for the life 
and work of this, our scholarly bishop. 
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One other achievement inseparably connected with Bishop 
Schereschewsky's name is the founding of St. John's College, 
now St. John's University in Shanghai. 

And so at last, with his great work done and the travail 
and sorrow all behind him, Samuel I. J. Schereschewsky,bishop, 
scholar, translator, hero, went home to his rest. For him the 
whole Church thanks God, and through the inspiration of his 
great example she takes new courage.'' — November Spirit of 
Missions. 

Clergy List 

The whole number of names is thirty-six. Of these five 
are without clerical charge in the diocese and six are non- 
resident, leaving our working force twenty-five. 

Visitations 

Diminished strength has required me to leave the visit- 
ations to the care of the Bishop Coadjutor. 

Progress of the Year 

Belding and Harbor Springs have their first resident min- 
ister. 

Ionia has made important repairs and improvements. 

Holland has put a new roof on the church and has secured 
a new furnace. 

Grand Rapids Grace has secured property for a rectory 
and contemplates the erection of a parish house; St. John's 
Mission shows an advance. 

St. Joseph is building a parish house. 

Changes and Supply of Parishes 

Changes of the clergy have been unusually numerous, 
giving us eight new names and taking away six, an increase of 
two. 

Among the removals are three of long residence and prom- 
inence among us. 

Rev. Charles T. Stout severed his connection with Grace 
Church, Traverse City, November 18th, 1906, after nine years' 
incumbency. 

Rev. Woodford P. Law closed his charge with Epiphany, 
South Haven, November, 1906, after twenty years' connection 
with the diocese, and is succeeded temporarily by Rev. James 
E. Wilkinson, Ph. D. 

Rev. R. H. F. Gairdner closed his rectorship at Grace 
Church, Grand Rapids, July 1st, 1906, after sixteen years 
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in the diocese, and is succeeded by Rev. Francis R. Godolphin, 
October 1st, 1906, the date, also, of his resignation of Em- 
manuel, Petoskey. These brethren rendered faithful service 
and will be greatly missed. 

Rev. W. J. W. Bedford-Jones closed his connection with 
Trinity, Marshall, October 8th, 1906, and accepted Emmanuel, 
Petoskey, October 21, 1906. 

Rev. Frederick Hewitt accepted Trinity Church, Marshall, 
and entered upon his duties Jan. 16th, 1907. 

The long vacancy at St. Joseph was ended by the acceptance 
of Rev. Lincoln R. Vercoe, September 15th, 1906. 

Rev. D. C. White resigned St. Andrew's, Big Rapids, and 
Christ Church, Luther, June 30th, 1906, and removed from the 
diocese. 

Rev. C. E. Jameson, Deacon, resigned St. John's, Ionia, 
and Grace Church, Lyons, and was placed in charge at Big 
Rapids and Luther, September 10th, 1906. 

Rev. Forest H. Blunt accepted St. John's, Ionia, and Grace 
Church, Lyons, February, 1907. 

Rev. Wm. W. Taylor resigned St. John's, Mt. Pleasant, 
and accepted Grace Church, Holland, February 3, 1907. 

The Very Rev. Sydney N. Ussher, B. D., relinquished 
charge of St. Mark's Pro-Cathedral, as dean, March 1st, 1907. 

Rev. Thomas N. Harrowell assumed charge of St. John's, 
Harbor Springs, December 13th, 1906. 

Rev. Walter H. DuMoulin resigned Grace Church, Holland, 
September 1st, 1906. 

Rev. J. Taylor Chambers entered on duty at St. Paul's, 
Greenville, January 15th, 1907. 

Rev. W. M. Warlow has added to his care St. Mark's, Ne- 
waygo. Rev. James A. Baynton accepted charge of Holy 
Trinity, Belding, October 30th, 1906. Rev. Chester Wood 
took charge of St. Thomas', Battle Creek, May 19th, 1906. 
Transferred Rev. Frederick S. Gray to the diocese of Pittsburg, 
December 17th, 1906. 

Rev. Charles D. Atwell has accepted a call to Grace Church, 
Traverse City, to take effect July 1st. 

Rev. Burr M. Weeden, of the diocese of California, has 
accepted charge, as Dean, of St. Mark's Pro-Cathedral, to take 
effect October 1st, his health permitting. 

Rockford had the services of a lay reader part of the year 
when indifference closed the church and scattered the Sunday 
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school. Benton Harbor is being served temporarily by Rev. 
W. J. Petrie, D. D. Elk Rapicfo is in charge of a lay reader. 
Mt. Pleasant is vacant at present with good prospects of a 
minister by June 1st. Saugatuck was supplied during the 
summer by a visiting clergyman. Ludington has services from 
a candidate in the summer. Three Rivers has had some at- 
tention from Niles. Paw Paw has been provided from South 
Haven and is without services. St. Stephen's, Grand Rapids, 
proved a premature effort and has been discontinued. 

The silent churches are Baldwin, Central Lake, East Jordan, 
Ludington, Mancelona, Mendon, Paw Paw, Quincy, Sauga- 
tuck, Three Rivers and Union City. We have issued an appeal 
in their behalf to the clergy soliciting week-day services; but 
so far as we are aware it has fallen upon ears dull of hearing. 
A missionary spirit and love of the Church on the part. of the 
clergy and laity would sometimes open their doors. 

One of the saddest events of the year was the sale of the 
beautiful little church at Charlotte. The title held by indi- 
viduals, the diocese was not consulted and had no voice in the 
matter. By the terms of the will of the late John F. Mark- 
ham, a legacy of about $2,000 was left to the parish, or to 
Akeley Institute if the parish had ceased to exist. The bequest 
fell to Akeley. The Bishop, who has often ministered within 
its walls and has struggled to preserve the parish, must carry 
to his grave the sorrow of its dissolution. 

Diocesan Missions 

Eleven missionaries have received aid from the diocese, 
the domestic board and special funds placed in the hands of 
the Bishop Coadjutor for new work. The increase of the work 
demands an increase in missionary funds. The Canon, XVH, 
requires: ** After the second year the board of missions shall 
reduce annually the stipend appointed to each missionary 
unless sufficient reason be given for the continuance of the fuU 
amount." We recommend that this law shall be carried out. 
It is a serious question whether a mission requiring a liberal 
grant year after year should be continued. We do not advise 
diminishing the clerical allowance but reUeving the diocese 
by an increased payment on the part of the mission. The only 
prospect for growth in the diocese lies in the effort of the clergy 
in extending their services beyond their parishes. 

Domestic and Foreign Missions 

The offerings for the apportionment for the year ending 
September 1st, 1906, amounted to $1,379.94, $85.00 less than 
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the previous year, leaving a deficiency of $421.06. Five par- 
ishes comprising 1066 communicants made no offering. This 
is not creditable to the diocese. The total of the apportion- 
ment, the Sunday school and the Woman's Auxiliary is $2,405.97. 

The $emi"Annual Diocesan Conference 

The November meeting, taking the character of a Sunday 
school institute, was held at Kalamazoo. The Easter meeting 
as Sturgis. To my great regret I was unable to be present, 
being the first occasion this has occurred. I regard these 
meetings as one of the most useful institutions in the diocese. 
They create a social tie among the clergy and give the oppor- 
tunity for discussion of matters relating to the diocese and 
the church at large, with other topics for which there is no 
time in convention. The general attendance of the clergy 
is very gratifying, the absentees usually being those who have 
lately come into the diocese and have not learned their value. 

Parish Societies 

St. Andrew's Brotherhood, Senior and Junior Chapters, 
and the Woman's Auxiliary with its Junior and Babies' Branches 
are fairly represented in our diocese. The parishes without 
them should have them. The Daughters of the King and 
Girls' Friendly Society exist in few parishes. The parish that 
has societies working only in its own interest betrays a narrow- 
minded view of the Church and culpable selfishness. Such a 
parish has little prospect of growth and the certainty of decline. 
The energetic rector in even a small parish will not be content 
to thus concentrate the energies of his people. 

Akeley Hall 

Our diocesan school has had the usual number of pupils. 
The bonds have been renewed as they expired. The legacy 
referred to has been partly expended for necessary repairs. 
The principals have not had the support of the diocese to which 
their ability and generosity entitles them. It would be grati- 
fying to have the presence of the clergy and laity at the com- 
mencements and to have their interest and efforts in making 
known the advantages of the school and securing patronage. 
Were I asked what had been the chief anxiety of my Epis- 
copate I should answer Akeley Institute, and on the other hand, 
I have felt the blessings of God to be most apparent in the 
welfare of Akeley. The expression I have, often used, "God 
cares for Akeley," has been manifested through all its history. 
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Sunday Schools 

A suggestion made by the Bishop of Michigan in his late 
address to his convention seems to me worthy of our consider- 
ation, and when the required funds are in sight of our adoption. 
"If we could employ an expert in these matters as an edu- 
cational secretary for the diocese, whose business it should 
be to interest and inspire Sunday school workers and teachers, 
and organize schools upon the new basis, the best could be ac- 
complished. But if we cannot do that at present we might 
at least secure the services of some expert from New York or 
elsewhere to do this work for a couple of months each year. 
It would result, I am convinced, in incalculable good to this 
most important branch of our work." Until we can do this 
I would suggest every rector providing himself with some 
of the admirable treatises now issuing from the press to be loaned 
to the teachers in the Sunday school. 

Commending you to the guidance of the Holy Spirit in 
all your deUberations and actions.

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THE BISHOP COADJUTOR'S ADDRESS 



My Dear Brethren: 

I am glad to be able to say that the past year of diocesan 
history, while it has brought with it many reasons for regret, 
disquiet and discouragement, has also brought with it many 
reasons for encouragement, gratitude and hope. 

The number of our clergy has increased — ^more places are 
being occupied, and there are many signs of awakening, or 
what is more unusual — of re-awakening interest and zeal. 

Owing to the enfeebled health of the Bishop of the diocese the 
visitations have fallen to me and I have much enjoyed them. 
I have visited since the last Convention all of the organized 
and active parishes of the diocese, all of the mission stations 
at which Services are regularly maintained and almost all 
of the points occasionally served by us. During the coming 
year I hope to visit personally every place in the diocese at 
which a Service of the Church has at any time been held. 

Sunday Schools 

In my address of last year I referred to the important sub- 
ject of our Sunday School work and I am glad to be able this 
year to record that some progress has been made. In several 
cases new and more thorough methods of teaching, being usu- 
ally some variation of the modern graded system, have been 
adopted. More attention is being paid to this vital matter of 
instruction and to the almost equally essential matters of organ- 
ization and discipline. In short, there is a gratifying develop- 
ment of our Sunday School work and I trust that it may be 
continued during the coming year. 

The fall meeting of the Semi-Annual, which was held in 
St. Luke's Church, Kalamazoo, was given over entirely to the 
subject of the Sunday School and instructive addresses were 
delivered by the Rev. William Walter Smith, of New York, 
a well known Sunday School specialist. As suggested by the 
Bishop of the diocese, it would be very helpful if we could 
arrange a campaign somewhat similar to that planned by the 
Diocese of Michigan, in which expert's in Sunday school matters 
should visit the several schools and furnish information and 
instigation. 
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Our Summer Visitors 

Western Michigan is becoming more and more a play- 
ground for the cities to the south of us and many thousands 
of visitors come within the bounds of the diocese every summer. 
In many instances these persons own their own summer homes, 
or return year after year to the same resorts. Among them 
are many church people who attend the nearest parish church 
and who often exhibit considerable interest in its welfare. 
These welcome friends can do us much good and we hope that 
their good-will may be retained and their interest increased. 

During the past season, the summer residents of Weque- 
tonsing. Harbor Point and the adjacent resorts made a generous 
subscription of five hundred dollars towards the salary of a 
resident clergyman for the town of Harbor Springs and the 
Rev. Mr. Harrowell was secured for this work and has been at 
his post throughout the winter. It is hoped that some help 
may be given at Charlevoix, Ludington, Pentwater and other 
points where such assistance is needed, and that in towns like 
Petoskey, Holland, Grand Haven, St. Joseph and South Haven, 
the clergy may succeed in winning the co-operation of the 
summer guests in the maintenance and development of the 
local church work. 

I had an opportunity during the year to address the Woman's 
Auxiliary, of the Diocese of Chicago on this subject and as 
a result, besides a donation of money, two missionary boxes 
were sent into our diocese and the assurance was given of in- 
terest on the part of many Church women who come to Western 
Michigan for their summer holidays. 

Signs of Progress 

This leads to a brief but hearty and thankful reference 
to the many signs of progress in our diocesan development. 
Time does not permit an enumeration of them all, but with- 
out belittling or forgetting other forward movements, I may 
mention the important undertaking of purchasing a new rectory 
and providing for the building of a parish house for Grace 
Church, Grand Rapids; the building of a new parish house for 
St. Paul's church, St. Joseph; the maturing plans for a church 
and parish house at Belding and the settlement of a resident priest 
in that town made possible by the liberality of the diocesan 
branch of the Woman's Auxiliary; the settlement already re- 
ferred to of a resident priest at Harbor Springs; the remark- 
able growth in St. John's Parish, Sturgis; the re-opening of 
St. Paul's, Greenville, and the enrichment and embellishment 
of the interior of St. Paul's, Muskegon. 

The two church buildings most recently erected, Epiphany, 
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South Haven, and St. John's, Sturgis, are structures of which 
we may well be proud and are good models for future erections. 
I earnestly hope that there will be increased pledges this year, 
both on the part of parishes and individuals for our diocesan 
missionary work. There is much good work ready to be done 
and a judicious investment of money at this time will bring us 
large results in the future. We should have at least one thous- 
and dollars more to draw upon for next year. 

Clerical Salaries 

Much is now being said as to the salaries of the clergy and 
attention is being directed to the discrepancy between the 
material prosperity of the country with the ever increasing 
cost of living, and the average of clerical salaries. 

It has recently been said, ''As a simple matter of truth, 
the minister is the hardest-worked wage-earner in the country. 
No first-class carpenter or plumber or mason or other skilled 
artisan has to surrender so many personal rights, and to submit 
to so many indignities, both with respect to himself and his 
family, as the average minister of today, and the wages of the 
skilled artisan are now higher to boot. "The Nation" was 
strictly within the limit of truth when it said that the minister 
of today not only had to earn his wages, but had also prac- 
tically to collect them at the expense of his personal dignity 
as a man. This is the ministry of today as it actually is — 
the lowest wages possible, the largest surrender of personal 
rights, the least progressive institution to serve, and the least 
certainty of tenure possible.'* The ministers of Jesus Christ 
must be wiUing to suffer hardships and to endure privations. 
They have in this comfort-loving, pleasure-seeking, money- 
worshiping age, an opportunity for setting the example of 
self-restraint, simplicity of living, indifference to luxuries and 
often to creature comforts, both in themselves and in their fam- 
ilies; but unless the exigency of their work or the poverty of 
their flock makes it necessary, there is no reason why they 
should be harassed, handicapped and humiliated by an irreg- 
ularity and inadequacy of support which is the result too often 
of parochial indifference, ignoriance or parsimony. Many bishops 
are charging their conventions on this matter and are speaking 
words of strong appeal and admonition to their congregations. 
I venture to plead with the vestries and the Church people of 
our own diocese to consider this matter with the utmost ser- 
iousness and attention, and I recommend you to consider 
the words of the Bishop of Pittsburgh. '1 think that the 
vestry and people of many a parish within our borders ought 
to be ashamed not to increase the stipends of their ministers. 
In the prevailing prosperity, the clergy alone of all the learned 
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professions have little or no increasing share. Life is not 
made easier for them, nor their ability to prepare for the future 
increased. While the laity know full well how difficult it is 
to Uve with limited income, they are too slow to recognize the 
great need of sympathetic helpfulness for their ministers, who 
have to solve that problem sometimes with agony and tears. 
I must, in all justice to the spiritual welfare of the parishes, 
insist with strong emphasis upon this duty, aye, this high 
privilege of caring more and more generously for the temporal 
interests of the clergy. Note the earnestness of the apostohc 
exhortation: (1 Thessalonians 5:12,13.) 

''We beseech you, brethren, to know (that is, to acknowledge, 
revere and love) them that are laboring among you in the 
Lord, and are presiding over you, and are admonishing you, 
and to esteem them exceedingly highly in love for their work's 
sake." 

The Approaching General Convention 

The Diocesan Convention this year is charged with the 
responsible duty of selecting clerical and lay deputies for the 
approaching General Convention. This convention which is 
to meet in the city of Richmond, Virginia, is important not 
only for the discharge of its usual functions as the great legis- 
lative branch of the Church's polity but from its position in 
future history as the General Convention which marks the 
Three Hundredth Anniversary of the planting in a permanent 
form of English-speaking Christianity on the Continent of North 
America. It will, no doubt, be an occasion of marked and 
memorable interest and all of its associations will be of enduring 
significance. I trust that not only our clerical deputies but 
also all our lay deputies will be able to attend the sessions. 

I venture to express the hope that action may be taken 
at the General Convention which will result in the definition 
and establishment of a Court of Appeal and also in some prac- 
tical working out of the system of provinces, at least so far as 
missionary purposes are concerned. In connection with the 
reference to the Jamestown Anniversary, I earnestly hope that 
the Diocesan response to the Missionary Thank-Offering will 
be large and generous. 

The Approaching Peace Conference at The Hague 

The American Peace Society invites our Diocesan Conven- 
tions to take some action in regard to the approaching sessions 
of the Second International Peace Conference which will meet 
at The Hague during the month of June. Some resolution or 
address on the subject would be eminently appropriate and I 
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suggest as helpful a prayer set forth by the Bishop of Albany: 
"0 God, who art the author of peace and lover of concord, 
who alone canst order the unruly wills and affections of sinful 
men, we beseech Thee to grant to the members of the Peace 
Conference of the Nations, Thy gift of wisdom and counsel, 
that with one mind and with one heart they may desire above 
all things to accomplish Thy will. Give them such oneness 
of aim and purpose that they may, with one accord, agree upon 
the things that make for peace: and bless their consultations 
and decisions to bring about the extension and establishment 
upon earth of the Kingdom of the Prince of Peace, to the end 
that wars may cease in all the world, and that brotherly love 
may prevail among all nations of men. Grant this we beseech 
Thee through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen." 



Before closing, I wish to express my pleasure that the 
Annual State Convention of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
was held this year in the city of Grand Rapids and that we had 
the opportunity of thus extending the hospitality of our diocese 
to the men and boys of our State who are interested in this 
important Church Society. The Convention was an eminently 
successful one and we hope that its results may be of permanent 
value throughout the diocese of Western Michigan and the 
whole of our State.

The Episcopal visits and visitations are so generally attended 
with the Bishop's preaching, administering the Holy Communion 
and addressing the children that it is not necessary to mention 
them in every instance. 

June 6-7, 1906. Petoskey. Emmanuel Church. Conven- 
tion. Eighteen clergymen, and ten laymen present, represent- 
ing nine parishes. The mistake in selecting the locality was 
very evident in the absence of clergymen and the meager repre- 
sentation of the laity. The most important action taken was 
in changing the Constitution and Canons — defining the position 
of a Coadjutor Bishop. The report on the increase of the Epis- 
copal Fund showed the Fund to be nearly $70,000.00, the 
addition mainly through two subscriptions of $10,000.00 each. 
The Coadjutor Bishop on Wednesday evening delivered an 
address on Diocesan Missions, replete with facts and figures 
showing the ground the Church could occupy had we the men 
and the money.

These services were attended from Holland, Hudsonville, Vicksburg, 
Augusta, Benton Harbor and other places. 

The Rev. Mr. Vercoe reports the Baptism of two hearing children of 
deaf mutes; and the presentation of one for Confirmation — the one I baptized 
at the Mission at the Cathedral, St. Louis, Missouri, several years ago. He 
also presented in the class a deaf mute woman, recently graduated from the 
school at Flint. Two of the children are members of the Parish choir. 

The services at St. Paul's Church and the State school at Flint, are 
attended by about 300 pupils, whose homes are in different parts of both 
Michigan Dioceses. One of the teachers, whose home is at Eaton Rapids, 
was confirmed by the Bishop of Michigan.

The service is taken from the book of Common Prayer, singing and 
music by inmate-choir-orchestra and colored Jubilee Club. 

At 12:30 Prison League of Christian Endeavor numbering 40 men. 
1.30. — Teachers' meeting, 16 men, who with the Chaplain take up the 
Sunday School lesson as set forth in the Berean system. 2:00. — Sunday 
School. Average attendance, 200. 

Friday evening, modified form of Evening Prayer, address by Chaplain or 
some visitor, some times recitations, addresses, remarks, etc., by inmates, 
with frequent sieging. Occasionally we have a concert or entertainment.

The office work consists of recording men, keeping several sets of books, 
answering many letters and reading, mailing, receiving and delivering letteid 
for inmateii,.

AKELEY HALL, 
Grand Haven, Michigan 

Organized, 1888 

MISS SUSAN HILL YERKES, Principal 

No. of Instructors, 14. No. of Students, 64 

The School year at Akeley Hall closed June the third, 1907, with a service 
in St. George's Chapel. There were no ^aduates. 

Of the Clergy there were present: Bishop McCormick, Dr. Rippey and 
the Rev. F. R. Goidolphin. A most excellent and helpful address was delivered 
to the School by Rev. Godolphin and after the service there was held in the 
studio an exhibition of the art work of the students. 

The' pleasure of the evening was marred only by the absence of our 
dear Bishop Gillespie, who felt unable to take the journey to Grand Haven. 

The record of the past School year shows no discouraging features. 

The registration for the year has been twenty-nine boarding pupils, 
two day pupils, ten day pupils in vocal music, and five in instrumental, 
making a total of forty-six — the largest enrollment of the last six years. 

This has been no exception to other years in regard to advancement in 
every department. The school is winning recognition wherever known, 
as an institution where earnest, thorough work is the rule, and as a refined 
home where the highest ideals obtain. 

As in other years there have been some gifts to the school — notably a 
cast of Lucca della Robbia's singing boys, from Mrs. Mead, of Chicago, and 
for the study hall, a beautiful weathered oak mantel piece, surmounted by a 
cast from the Parthenon frieze, the gift of Miss Constance Hume, of Mus- 
kegon, a graduate of the class of 1905. 

The coming to the school next year of Miss Mary Helen Yerkes, who while 
at Knickerbocker Hall, has been the non-resident Principal of Akeley, and 
the consequent accession of many new pupils from a territory hitherto un- 
touched by Akeley, promises much for the immediate future of this institution. 

The buildings and grounds were never in better condition than at present, 
but with the prospect of increased attendance next year, it will be imperative 
to enlarge in some way the capacity of the buildings.

We would respectfully report the work of the Woman's Auxiliary of the 
Diocese of Western Michigan, for the year ending June 4th, 1907. 

The twenty-seventh annual meeting was held at St. Mark's Pro-Cathedral, 
Grand Rapids, June 4th, 1907. 

The meetings opened at half past nine by the celebration of the Holy 
Conmiunion, by Bishop Gillespie, Bishop McCormick and Rev. Dr. Rippey. 

Bishop McCormick gave a very inspiring address, using the text: Gal.: 
6-9: "Let us not be weary in well doing, for in due season, we shall reap, 
if we faint not." 

The business meeting was called to order by the President, Mrs. Lucius 
Boltwood. 

Twelve branches were represented and three Junior branches. 

The Corresponding Secretary reported having written 224 letters and 
postals, to 45 Parishes and Missions. No reply from 18 places. Two new 
branches, Belding and St. Joseph. Value of boxes, $1,161.35. 

The Treasurer's report was very satisfactory. Pledges to the amount 
of $478, paid in full and $11 more and $600 for the Auxiliary Mission placed 
at Belding. 

The Treasurer of the United Offering (3rd vice president) reported 
$506.69. 

Miss Wheelock (2nd vice president) gave the report of the Junior Aux- 
iliary and Babies' branch. Nine boxes valued at $223.05; $159.72 in money 
and three new Junior branches, Kalamazoo, Belding and South Haven. Of 
the boxes, three value $90.00, were from the Sunday School and Sts. Faith 
and Agatha's Guilds, of Grace, Grand Rapids, and one from St. Agnes' Guild, 
Ionia; $25.00 of the money came from the Sunday Schools at Hastings, 
Kalamazoo, Niles, Grace and St. Mark's, Grand Rapids, to meet their annual 
pledge towards the support of "The Julia Cot," St. Mary's Orphanage, Shang- 
hai, China, and $30.00 for General Missions from the Sunday School at Mar- 
shall. 

Rev. James A. Ba3rnton gave a very interesting talk upon his work in 
Belding during the past year. 
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Rt. Rev. J. N. McCormick gave an address upon Diocesan Missions and 
told of the changes during the past year, and urged the Auxiliary to pledge 
$600.00 for the Belding Mission, as they did last year. 

Rev. F. R. Godolphin told of Missionary Work in Western Texas. 

The Northern Convocation was held in Traverse City, November 20th. 
There was no Southern Convocation held. The President attended a meeting 
held in Grand Haven, and the Recording Secretary attended one in Battle 
Creek. 

Mrs. F. B. Eaglesfield was elected as delegate to the Triennial Convention, 
to be held at Richmond, Va., in October of the present year — the representa- 
tives are: Mrs. McCormick, Mrs. Boltwood, Mrs. Fair, Mrs. Robinson, Mrs. 
Hume, and Miss Wilkes, and the alternates: Mrs. Johnston, Mrs. Bailey, 
Miss Anderson and Mrs. Barlow.

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APPENDIX D. 



RULES OF ORDER 



Of the Opening of the Convention and the Order of Business 

Section 1. Each session of the Convention shall be opened with suit- 
able devotions. On the first day the order of business shall be as follows, 
provided that' when the first session of the Convention is an evening session, 
this order may be proceeded with as far as judged convenient, and resumed 
the next morning. 

1st. The President having taken the chair, the Convention shall be 
called to order, and the Secretary of the preceding Convention (or, in hie 
absence, the Secretary pro tempore, to be elected vrvA voce) shall call 
out the names of Clergymen, entitled to seats in the Convention and shall 
enter into the Journal the names of those who are present. 

2d. The names of the Parishes and Missions entitled to representation 
shall be called, and the Lay delegates from each shall present their certifi- 
cates of election, which shaU be referred to a committee of two clergymen to 
report thereon. 

3d. On the acceptance of their report, the Roll of the Lay Delegates elec- 
ted shall be called and the President shall declare the Convention organized. 

4th. Irregular and defective certificates shall be reported to the Con- 
vention, which shall decide on the admission of the delegates therein named. 

5th. A Secretary shall be elected by ballot, who may appoint an assistant, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 

6th. If I the Treasurer of the Convention be absent, a Treasurer pro 
tempore shall be elected viva voce. 

7th. The President shall appoint the following regular committees: 

On the Admission of Parishes and Missions into Union with the Conven- 
tion — consisting of two clergymen and one layman. 

On the Accounts of the Treasurer of the Convention — consisting of three 
laymen. 

On the Report of the Association of the Diocese of Western Michigan — 
consisting of two clergymen and three laymen. 

On the Report and Accounts of the Board of Missions — consisting of two 
clergymen and three laymen. 

On Unfinished Business — consisting of one clergyman and two laymen. 

On Christian Education and Akeley Institute — consisting of three clergy- 
men and two laymen. 

On Church Literature — consisting of three clergymen and two laymen. 

8th. Before the close of each Convention the President shall appoint 
the two following annual committees for the next Annual Convention, namely: 

On Canons — consisting of two clergymen and two laymen. 

On the State of the Church — consisting of three clergymen and two 
laymen. 

12th. The Parochial reports shall be presented to the Bishop when he 
sees fit to call for them. 
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9th. The reports of the Standing Committee, the Board of Missions, 
the Treasurer of the Convention, and of the Association of the Diocese of 
Western Michigan, shall then be presented, and when necessary, referred 
to the appropriate committee. 

10th. The Bishop's address shall then be in order. 

11th. The report of the Committee on Unfinished Business shall then 
be presented. 

13th. Miscellaneous business. 

14th. Wednesday evening of the Convention shall be devoted to a 

general missionary meeting for reading the report of the Board of Missions, 
elivering addresses and transacting any other business which may promote 
missionary i^eal and work in the Diocese. 

Section 2. On the second and each subsequent day the Order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows: 

1st. The roll of the clergy and lay delegates called. 

2nd. Reading the minutes of the previous day. 

3rd. Elections. 

4th. The reports of regular committees in their order in Rule 7. 

5th. Reports of Special Commijitees. 

6th. Miscellaneous business. 

Section 3. At the first session of the Convention shall be made nom- 
inations for Treasurer of the Convention, Reeistrar of the Diocese, Standing 
Committee, Board of Missions, Members of the Association of the Diocese <3 
Western Michigan, other than, the ex-officio members of such Association, 
not exceeding ten in number, and the number to be fixed by resolution before 
the nominations are made, and in that year in which a General Convention 
is to be held. Deputies to the General Convention. 

Nominations for Alternate Deputies to the General Convention shall 
not be made imtil after the Deputies have been elected. 

When nominations are made for any office, the names shall be recorded 
in the order in which they are presented. 

The Secretary shall cause all names proposed for office to be printed on 
separate tickets, and the voting shall be by erasing the names of those for 
whom the members do not wish to vote. Separate ballots shall be taken 
for each office, and shall be the order of the day from such hour as the Con- 
vention shall fix. 

Section 4. In ca&e the Bishop shall withdraw from the sittings of 
the Convention, he shall appoint a rresbyter to preside during his absence. 

2d. Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes of 
the session about to close shall be read and corrected, and signed by the 
President, and attested by the Secretary. 

3d. No resolution shall be entertained until it shall have been reduced 
to writing; and no motion shall be considered as before the Convention 
until it is seconded, and when seconded it shall be stated by the President. 

4th. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
unless to lay it on the table, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone in- 
definitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; and motions for any of 
these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. A 
motion to adjourn and a motion to lay on the table shall always be in order, 
and shall be decided without debate. • 

5th. A question being decided, it shall not be reconsidered at the same 
Convention, vnthout the consent of two-thirds of the members present; nor 
without a motion being made by one of the majority on the prior decision. 

6th. Every member present when a motion is put shall vote thereon, 
unless excused by the Convention. 
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7th. On the requisition of any two members, the yeas and nays shall 
be called and entered on the Journal. (Concerning the vote by orders, see 
Constitution, Article VIII.) 

8th. All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Convention; and when he may deem it advisable, he 
may appoint on a committee to report to the next Convention, a person 
qualified to be a delegate who is not a member of the Convention. 

9th. When a member desires to speak, he shall arise and address the 
President in an au<lible voice. If more than one member arises, the President 
shall determine the preference., 

10th. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject, 
without leave of the Convention. 

11th. No member shall withdraw from the Convention without leave 
asked and voted. 

12th. These rules of order may be suspended on a two-thirds vote of 
the members present.
